WASHINGTON—The 
American 


government has presented directly 
to the council of the league of na- 
tions its demand that all allied and 
associated nations be given equal 
opportunities in mandate territories. 


It was announced today at 
the 


state department that a note vir- 
tually identical with the one on this 
subject sent to the British govern- 
ment last November had been dis- 
patched to the council which is in 
session in Paris. Decision to act 
was predicated upon the understand- 
ing that the council 
contemplated 


immediate action on mandates such 
as those in Mesopotamia and Pales- 
tine. 


Great Britain has never replied to 


Secty. Colby's note of last Novem- 
ber nor has the United States re- 
ceived the official drafts of mandates 
which it requested be sent here be- 
fore final approval by the league. 
It is understood-however, that Great 
Britain has intimated to the Amer- 
ican government that since the draft 
mandates have been submitted to 
he league the logical course for the 
Jnited States would be to present 
is case to the league council. 


This is the first action initiated by 


;he American government 
before 


;he league council. It was explain- 
ed that it served as a notice to the 
eagne that while the United States 
was not a member it would not. sub- 
mit without a protest to any in- 
'ringements of its rights since ii 
was one of the nations which con- 
tributed to the common victory.

It is understood 
hat the message will cover the fin- 
ancial period for the last- 10 years 
and will show the increase of taxes 
and appropriations for that period.

deal with the subject of constant in- 
crease of employes in the.capitol and 
the-' increase -of -bonds ;and' commis- 
sions and that the message will rec- 
ommend a reduction of

The message will contain about 


18,000 words. Not only does it cov- 
er the financial situation but it 
touches upon the school problem 
which is now one of the main ob- 
jects before the legislature. It is

over $1^00,000 will be one of the 
features of the governor's messagi 
and that he will reconrraend the re 
peal of the emergency board law 
ir a curtailment of its powen so 
that it will not be permitted to 
spend money as it has in the past.

Governors and forestry 
officials 


of eight states including 
Illinois, 


Wisconsin, Minnesota and Michigan, 
will participate. The general state 
policy to be offered the governors 
embraces these suggestions: 


That the methods of forestry are 


so different from those of agricul- 
ture that forestry demands a dis- 
tinct form of adTnindstra.tion. 


That forest legislation be confin- 


ed to the establishment of general 
principles, leaving the administra- 
tive tasfcs to technically qualified 
bodies. 
. 
That the paramount consideration 


in any forest policy is tihe creation 
and maintenance of effective means 
of fire prevention and that_ every 
owner of forest land be required to 
conduct operations thereon so as to 
avoid creating a fire menace. 


That tax schedule revision pro- 


vide equitable taxation for forest 
lands. 
That the state assist land owners 


to make their forest sections con 
tinuotisly productive. 


That the state be emipowered v 


take over and administer any land 
classified as suitable only for tin 
bcr growth, in cases where owner1 
refuse to avail themselves for for 
estry development.

The institution at 
Taycheedah, 


which was built as a woman's re- 
formatory, will be opened as soon 
as possible for that purpose. This 
is the declaration of the administra- 
tion leaders, and Gov. John J. Blaine 
declares that it would be impossible 
to utilize the institution for the care 
of soldiers. 


Some time ago the announcement 


was made that there was some plan 
for changing the purpose of the in- 
stitution. 
One of the members of 


the special committee investigating 
the charitable and penal institutions 
of the state made a sir'ilar sugges- 
tion. This announcement br-ught a 
flood of protests to the members of 
'he legislature. Woman's organiza- 
tions in many sections of the state 
immediately wrote letters of pro- 
'^st. 
It was pointed out that the 


j "titution was authorized by the 1913 
ttrislature as a women's reforma- 
tory and that there is need for such 
•in institution. Gov. Philipp 
had 


planned to utilize the institution as 
a soldiers' hospital, but-an investi- 
gation made at that time 
showed 


•hat it would not be feasible. 


The mer who are back of 
the 


olan for the erection of a soldiers' 
hospital' are opposed to the use of 
!.he Taycheodah 
institution. They 


noint out that tho institution was 
built for a specific purpose and that 
it would be impossible to ecommic- 
nlly convert it to the uses other 
than that for which it was estab- 
lished. It is said that as a result 
of the investigation Gov,' Blaine will 
come out in favor of the immediate 
completion of the institution and tho 
use of it as a women's reformatory.

The Pittsburg Employers' Associations Warns Business Men 


Not to Make Contributions to Organization Which 


Has Escaped Control

IG BUSINESS in Pittsburg, aflame with enthusiasm for the 


"AMERICAN PLAN," and determined, under the influ- 


ence of the steel trust to keep labor humble and submissive, and 
free from successful organization, has been making a notable 
appeal to business men in general to WITHHOLD FINANCIAL 
SUPPORT from the Young Women's Christian Association, be- 
cause that organization believes in applying some of the funda- 
mental principles of religion to the industrial affairs of every- 
day life. 


The Y. W. C. A. of Pittsburg, acting in conformity with the 


policy approved at the recent international convention, has 
adopted a platform.In its platform it declares for industrial de- 
mocracy, collective bargaining, a share in shop control and man- 
agement by the workers, laborers' right to an equitable share 
in the profits and management of industry, protection of work- 
ers from enforced unemployment, and freedom to carry on co- 
operative enterprises. 


The steel trust stands for unorganized labor, the open shop, 


long hours of labor, and it dominates the general business in- 
terests of Pittsburg, much in the same way that big manufac- 
turing concerns dominate the business interests GENERALLY 
of the cities in which they are located. 


Big business is very much interested in the church, in edu- 


cational institutions, in the Y. M. C. A. and in the Y. W. C. A. 
when it can control their animating spirit. But when a com- 
mittee of the Inter-church Work Movement investigated big 
business, as functioning in the steel trust, and revealed its aims, 
its methods and its achievements, then big business and the 
church had a big falling out. 


And now the Employers' Association of Pittsburg, of which 


William Frew Long is general manager, has sent out a circular 
letter to the business men of Pittsburg warning them to let the 
Y. W. C. A. alone. In this letter Mr. Long says: 


In view of the campaign for funds which will be begun to- 


day by the Y. W. C. A. it is felt th.it your attention should be 
drawn to the fact that without adequate investigation this as- 
sociation has adopted an industrial program which is in line with 
some of the recent radical and ill-advised efforts of religious and 
quasi-religious bodies to regulate industry, something they at- 
tempt to do in about the same manner that a bull regulates a 
china shop. 
* " * 


The Y, W. C. A. has done and is doing a good work nlong 


some lines, and it is greatly to he regretted that it has taken 
(his excursion into a Geld about which it kno-ws practically noth- 
ing, and thus lends encouragement to whatever a man eonver- 
simt with industrial problems 
knows 
to be destructive of the 


very basis of America's progress and stimulations. 


After the misuse of funds by the ill-fated Inter-church world 


movement we have felt it to be our duty to advise you of some of 
the purposes to which our money will be put if you contribute 
to the Y. W. C. A., if that organization adheres to its present in- 
dustrial program, in the formation of which we venture to pre- 
sume no responsible men with knowledge of industrial matters 
were consulted. 
One can read between the lines of the last paragraph an 


intimation that if the Y. W. C. A. will capitulate the Employers' 
Association will come down with some cash. 


As to the assertion that the program of the Pittsburg Y". W. 


C. A. has been adopted without adequate investigation, the truth 
is directly opposite to this statement. The action of the Pitts- 
burg association is in conformity with the policy adopted at the 
international convention of the Y. W. C. A. following extensive 
investigations and discussion. 


The present is a critical time in the life of the labor move- 


ment of America. The influences at work in Pittsburg are at 
work in Wisconsin to prevent if possible a progressive governor 
and legislature from carrying out the reforms for which the 
people cast their ballots last fall. • 


The steel trust has shown the result of a systematic sup- 


pression of trade unionism, in producing a 12 hour work day, a 
seven day week for the workers, and the systematic establish- 
ment of the spy system to prevent and break up wage-workers 
attempts to work together in organized efforts to improve their 
condition.

vation Army reported 580 illigiti- 
mate births in one year in 35 coun- 
ties outside of 
Milwaukee. And 


only 44 prosecutions. 


We have put this 
question to 


many who are in a position to know 
whereof they speak. If the father 
of every child should be compelled to 
support their child and glveithis name 
and not let the punishment fall on the 
two least able to bear it,—the moth- 
er and child, the problem would be 
solved. 


There is beyond .question just as 


truly a father for every child as 
there is a mother, for in all the cen- 
turies gone by we have but one rec- 
ord of a child's birth without a ma- 
terial father.
